For THE YEAR EnpING Fes. 15, 1896. 


SCHOOL REPORT. 


Through a recent legislative enactment, the school year in this 
State now ends August Ist; on or before which date all requisite 
returns must be made to the Superintendent of Public Instruction 
and such reports as may be necessary rendered to him and to the 
public ; we, however, present the following summary of school items 
for the year ending March 1, 1896. 

During the year there have been schools in Districts No. 1, 3, 4, 
8 and 12, with but few changes in the force of teachers employed. 
In all the schools the attendance has been good, and in several 
exceptionally good, showing the right sort of interest not only on 
the part of the pupils but also of those who have their welfare most 
at heart. 

The school terms for this year have in every district, save two, 
ageregated thirty-one weeks, being the longest yearly period of 
schooling in town under the present system. In District No. 8 it 
was thought advisable to discontinue the school during the winter 
months, while in District No. 12, the pupils, who during the spring 
and fall were accommodated at No. 4, enjoyed a winter term in their 
own district. 

We have in former years found it expedient to furnish facilities 
for carrying many scholars to schools beyond the old district lines, 
thereby uniting the few with the many, and lessening the number of 
small schools within our borders. This plan we have, we think, 
with general satisfaction, continued in the year just past, and as will 
be seen in our miscellaneous accounts, a modification of this method 
has been adopted by paying pupils for walking considerable distances 
and by boarding others partially at the expense of the town school 
district, which we feel has been to the advantage of all concerned. 

Repairs involving more or less expense have been made, notably 
in Districts No. 8, 5 and 8, and the school houses of the town are, it 
is generally admitted, in very good condition; even the buildings 
temporarily unused being considerately kept in repair. 
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We have fortunately been able to, during this as in former years, 
secure popular teachers within our own town; those whose qualifica- 
tions are known to us, whose motives and methods we understand 
and approve, and whose success has been a source of satisfaction to 
the members of the Board as well as to the patrons of our public 
schools.
